Tim Healy's Preference for Crown 
Colonial System — More Ar- 
menian Massacres. 



Gen. Wolseley Advocates Increasing 
Britain's Navy— Russia Build- 
ing; Docks at Sevastopol. 



London, Feb. 27.— Timothy Healy in 
addressing the Irish National Federation 
at Dublin to-day, accused John Dillon 
of getting himself elected to the chair- 
manship of the party by intrigue and in 
disregard of the feelings of the country. 
Mr. Healy would rather see Ireland 
governed as a crown colony, he said, 
than as now governed. " If when the 
Liberals art! returned to power," ho 
said, " nothing is done for borne rule, 
the Irish members should move our ex- 
pulsion from parliament. 

General Lord Wolseley, speaking in 
London yesterday, advocated increasing 
the navy as Great Britain's first line of 
defence. He expressed the opinion that, 
in the event of war, it would be impos- 
sible to sever our food supply. 

A dispatch from Odessa to the Times 
says that the Russian government has 
commenced the building of docks at Se< 
bastopol which will be large enough to 
construct ironclads. 

The Anglo-American Association lias 
received a telegram from Constantinople 
which says that 3,000 Armenians have 
been massacred at Arabkir, and that the 
widows and orphans of those killed are 
in terrible distress from cold and hun- 
ger. The dispatch also says the Arme- 
nians of Sivas and Cesarea are in 
daily fear of massacre. Forced 
conversions to Islamism are general 
throughout the Asiatic provinces. 

A Rome despatch to the Daily News 
says: " The King of Belgians has de- 
cided to make war on the dervishes 
throughout the Congo state." 

General Baldissera has been appoint- 
ed to replace General Baratieri in the 
chief command of the Italian troops in 
Abyssinia. 

A Madrid despatch from Havana says 
that Captain-General VVeyler has or- 
dered the confiscation of the property of 
all persona absent from their homes 
without reasonable excuse. Those re- 
turning within a fortnight of the is- 
suance of the order will be pardoned. 

The Daily Telegraph says in its finan- 
cial article that French, German and 
American syndicates are completing the 
Chinese loan. 

Kt. Hon. A. J. Balfour, replying to a 
question on the subject, said it was not 
proposed to ask the approval of the 
signers of the Berlin treaty for a Russian 
occupation of Anatolia. 

A dispatch from Capetown to the 
Times says: "The Premier of Cape 
Colony, Sir J. Gordon Sprigg, speaking 
at Woreestor, said that no member of 
the late ministry, save Cecil Rhodes the 
premier, knew anything of the circum- 
stances antecedent to the. Transvaal 
crisis. In face of the negotiations be- 
tween England and the Transvaal Sir 
Gordon said he wns unable to go further 
into tho question." 

The Times in an editorial contends 
that the official denials (referring to a 
statement made by Hon. George Curzon 
in the House of Commons yesterday), 
failed to disprove its Constantinople 
correspondent s statement that the Sul- 
tan had invited Lord Salisbury to dis- 
ouhs trie Egyptian question. The Times is 
inclined to believe, however, that the 
idea of the invitation must be attributed 
to the Sultan alone and had nothing to 
do with the Turkish government. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: If the 
tentative negotiations now in progress 
become tangible, Fiance will offer to 
abandon her interests in Newfoundland 
in exchange for concessions in Egypt. 

A THOUSAND DOLLARS REWARD 

Is Offered for the Recovery of Mrs. Arthur 
B. Cody, Who Disappeared From 
Tacoma in January. 

In spite of every effort, not the slight- 
est trace has been found of Mrs. Arthur 
B. Cody, who disappeared from Tacoma 
on January 31. Mr. Cody and his 
father-in -law, Mr. Goodrich, were in 
Victoria yesterday making inquiries, 
and are sparing neither time nor money 
in trying to find the missing woman. 
The police of every city on the contin- 
ent have been notified and cards 
with portrait and description of Mrs. 
Cody and offering a reward of $1,000 
have' been distributed broadcast. Mr. 
Uody lives in Chicago, and his wife hav- 
ing "suffered from nervous prostration 
went on a visit to her parents at Tacoma. 
On the day she disappeared Mrs. Cody 
left the residence for the purpose, she 
said, of bringing homo one of her 
children from school. She did not re- 
turn and all that could be learned 
was that she had bought a revolver from 
a gunsmith in Tacoma. She had an idea 
that she was a useless burden on her 
family. Her husband does not think 
thab she has committed suicide, but in- 
clines to the belief that in her delusion 



she had made up her mind to earn her 
own living and has simply endeavored 
to bide away from all who knew her. 
Several supposed clues have been fol- 
lowed up without avail. 

The description of the missing woman 
is as follows: Mrs. Arthur B. Cody 
(maiden name Grace Helen Goodrich) 5 
feet 3 inches tall, 30 years old, weighs 110 
pounds, brown hair, pale face, gray blue 
eyes, wears rough brown serge dress, 
with reddish tinge, large sleeves, Astra- 
chan cape, black felt fedora hat turned 
up on both sides, trimmed with black 
braid and cord. Carried or wore shawl 
under cape and carried small package. 
Wears plain band wedding ring on third 
finger of left hand. She was missed 
from Tacoma, Washington, Friday, Jan- 
uary 31, 1896. She was acting under 
delusion, resulting from nervous pros 
tration, but mental trouble would pro- 
bably not be noticeable." Any inform- 
ation should bo sent to D. O. Smith, 
chief of police, Tacoma, Washington.

PREPARING FOR THE FALL SHOW. 

President Milne Offers a Number of Sug- 
gestions—Dates Not Yet Finally 
Determined. 

There was a largely attended meeting 
of the directors of the British Columbia 
Agricultural and Industrial Association 
yesterday evening at the city hall, the 
president, Dr. G. L. Milne, being in his 
place, and almost the full number of 
ladies and gentlemen forming the board 
being present. The business of the meet- 
ing was two-fold, being first of all to con- 
aider the financial statements of last 
year— presented at the close of tho fair 
in November last— and afterwards to de- 
termine thedatoof this year's show. The 
latter point was not definitely disposed 
of at tho time the board adjourned, after 
adopting the reports and discussing at 
sonic length the exhibition prospects of 
the present year. In opening the meet- 
ing the President announced that sug- 
gestions of improvements in carrying 
out the show of this year would be wel- 
comed, and he himself would offer a few 
pointers that bad occurred to him in 
this connection. 

"At the outset," he said, "I must 
welcome some new directors to our 
board, and I am sure those who have 
been recently appointed will find, as 1 
have found, the directors of the British 
Columbia Agricultural Society a happy 
family. Last year the time of the year 
selected for our exhibition was, every- 
thing considered, a very good one, and 
this evening the first matter to consider 
will be the time to hold our 1896 show. 
It has been found convenient to bold 
our exhibition at as near a date 
as possible to that of New West- 
minster from the fact that pre- 
paring the live stock for exhibition 
is a matter of considerable importance 
to the farmers: and if we can arrange 
the time say for the week before New 
Westminster, it would be of great ad- 
vantage to the stock-raisers. Last fall 
while visiting the New Westminster 
show those who had not been able to be 
with us pointed out this fact, and stated 
that they this year would make an ex- 
hibit if such time arrangements could be 
made. 

" By way of suggestion I would say 
the date beginning on Tuesday, 29th 
September, to the Friday, 2nd October. 
This will give us a four days' exhibition 
and leave plenty of time for exhibitors 
to get their exhibits to the Royal exhi- 
bition at New Westminster. 

" Four days I consider quite long 
enough, snd if it is thought wise three 
days for live , Btock would Buit the 
farmers better. 

" There are many improved ideas as 
to the conduct of the sho v, and as to the 
arrangement of the different depart- 
ments, -which have come to us by experi- 
ence and the superintendent of the exhi- 
bition last year will give his views on 
this subject. We bad no exhibit, in 
fact we made no provision for a 
poultry exhibition last year, but I think 
this time provision should be made for 
it. There are several reasons for this. 
First, wo have no poultry society in 
Victoria now, so that fanciers have no 
means of competition, and it Beems to 
me that an agricultural show without a 
poultry exhibit is like a jug without a 
handle, incomplete. The results of not 
having such an exhibit last year was to 
discourage breeders of thoroughbred 
poultry — at least two or three of our 
most prominent men in this lino have 
gone to the Mainland or elsewhere. 

"One feature of our show last year 
excelled any former exhibit, and that 
was the fancy work department. This 
was due in great measure to the interest 
taken by the Women's Council. I am 
glad to say that we shall have this year 
not only the assistance of the active 
workers "of the Women's Council but of 
two ladies on the board of directors. 
This I am sure will enure to the advan- 
tage of the association."

Ottawa, F'eb. 27, — Senator Mclnnes 
called the attention of the Senate to-day 
to the fact that the steamer Quadra had 
only been in commission about eight 
months in each year, and inquired if the 
government intended to keep her con- 
tinually in commission in future with a 
view to promote the fishing and shipping 
interests in British Columbia. Mr. Mc- 
lnnes said the vessel might bo usefully 
employed in addition to her present 
duties in perfecting surveys of tho pro- 
vincial coast line, locating new fishing 
banks, collecting fishing licenses and 
preventing American poachers from fish- 
ing in Canadian waters. The whole ad- 
ditional cost would not exceed $0,000 a 
year. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell said the repre- 
sentatives of British Columbia in the 
House of Commons had already brought 
the matter to the attention of tho gov- 
ernment. The growing importance of 
the fisheries of that province nnd the 
increasing demands for further protec- 
tion to the customs revenue were strong 
arguments in favor of complying with 
the demands made along the lines sug- 
gested by Mr. Mclnnes, and he hoped 
that soon the government would be in a 
position to place a larger and faster ves- 
sel in commission on the Pacific coast. 

The Supreme court had yesterday and 
to-day two British Columbia appeals 
under consideration, those of the Wil- 
liam Hamilton Manufacturing Co., and 
the Victoria Lumber and Manufactur- 
ing Co. Mr. Dryedale appeared for the 
appellant; Mr. Christopher Robinson, 
Q.C., for the respondent. In Scoullar 
v. McColl, judgment was reserved. 

In the House of Commons to-day Dr. 
Weldon called attention to a statement 
in the Mail that there had been a long 
standing quarrel between Sir Charles 
Tupper and himself. " I wish to say," 
said Dr, Weldon, ''that if there is a 
long standing personal quarrel I don't 
know of it." 

Sir Charles Tupper—" I am equally 
ignorant of it, Mr. Speaker." 

Mr. Mills — " Where ignorance is bliss 
'tis folly to be wise." (Laughter.) 

The budget debate was continued by 
Messrs. Stairs, Fraser, Campbell and 
Edwards. 

A contingent of sporting men are 
here to promote the jockey club bill 
which comes up to-morrow. The object 
ot the measure is to establish a jockey 
club for Canada, make rules and regula- 
tions governing racing in this country 
and legalizing betting on the tracks. 

Mr. Mulock's bill to fix the legal rate 
of interest at i per cent, provoked 
strong opposition in the banking com- 
mittee to-day. The Canadian Bankers'' 
Association had a ionnidnble deputation 
present. Mr. Mara represented the 
British Columbia bankers. An amend- 
ment of Mr. Wallace to make the legal 
rate 5 per cent, was defeated by 31 to 18. 
The bill wns then thrown out. 

In view of the Montreal Herald's ab- 
ject apology to-day for publishing the 
McConnell letter. Sir Charles Tupper 
will drop the action for criminal libel 
against that paper. 

The Minister of Militia has consented 
to grant free ammunition for the rifle- 
league competitions this year. 

From present appearances there will 
be no Conservative caucus to-morrow. 
The French members see no good reason 
for holding the meeting. 

The Dominion rifle matches this year 
will bo field on the Ridcau ranges. This, 
will be the last time. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Opening of Northwest Immigration Conven- 
tion— Hon. Mr. Daly, His Constituents 
and th;; Remedial Bill, 

Winnipeg, Feb. 27.— (Special)— The 
Canadian Northwest immigration con- 
vention is bound to bo a great success if 
the gathering is to be judged by the 
number and character ot the delegates 
in attendance. Representatives from 
every important district in the West 
were present at the opening sessions to- 
day. In the morning tho visiting dele- 
gates were welcomed to the city by 
Lieut.-Governor Patterson and Mayor 
Jameson. l^x-Mayor Gilroy was ap- 
pointed temporary chairman and the 
work of organization began. In the 
afternoon addresses were delivered by C. 
C. Myer, Ottawa; Professor Odium, Vic- 
toria; D. R. McGinnis, St. Paul, and 
others, all pointing out the great ad- 
vantages of the Northwest for intending 
settlers. This evening addresses were 
given by Hon. T. M. Daly, minister of 
the interior, and Premier Green way, the 
latter's subject being " Manitoba ns a 
field for immigration." The convention 
continues to-morrow and will probably 
last until Saturday. 

Hon. T. M. Daly in an interview to- 
day, said he intended to support the 
government on the Remedial bill. He 
could not do otherwise and be consist- 
ent.

A CHAPTER OF ACCIDENTS 

Marks the Shifting of the "Glenalvon" to 
the Outer Wharf— The " KIT- 
brannan" Again Afloat. 

When the ship Glenalvon caniearound 
from Esquimalt to the outer wharf yes- 
terday afternoon several accidents of a 
serious nature occurred. The most re- 
grettable of the series was that to H. C. 
Blyth, an apprentice on board, who is 
now in the Marine hospital with the 
outside bone of each leg just above tho 
ankle broken. The ship was brought 
around from Esquimalt by the tugs. Con- 
stance and Sadie with no pilot in charge. 
Everything went well until the wharf 
was approached. Then through some 
error of judgment the big freighter 
crashed into the wharf, cutting an im- 
mense timber as with an axe. 
The danger was realized when some lit- 
tle distance from the wharf, and anchors 
were dropped overboard, but it was too 
late. To the ship the damage consisted 
of the carrying away of jibbooni etavs 
and shrouds. About a quarter of an 
hour after this accident poor Blyth was 
injured. He was standing with a sea- 
man of the vessel on the wharf w hile 
the craft was moving further up the chan- 
nel. Too much headway was again got 
on, and a rope line aft giving way 
threw a tremendous strain on the stee" 
hawser leading from the bow to the 
wdiarf. This also parted with a snap, 
knocking Blyth insensible and Mathers, 
his companion seaman, dizzy. Dr. John 
A. Duncan was immediately summoned, 
but found the seaman's injuries to con- 
sist chiefly of bruises. The Glenalvon 
will be discharged by stevedores MeDer- 
mott and Cates. 

SUCCESSFULLY FLOATED. 

The British ship Kilbrannan, which 
went ashore on Point Wilson during the 
gale of the 4th, was towed off the beach 
and into deep water at 4 o'clock Wed- 
nesday and taken to Hadlock, where she 
will be inspected to learn the amount of 
damage done.

Authorizing the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to Borrow tho sum of 
$120,000 in anticipation of the re- 
ceipt of ita revenue for the year 1890. 

Whereas by virtue of tho "Municipal Act, 
ISiG," and amending Acts, every Municipality 
may, under the conditions contained therein, 
oorrow from any person such sum of money, 
not exceeding an amount equal to tho total 
amount of taxes upon laud or real property, us 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality for the 5 ear 1895, and bearing 
such rale of interest as may be requisite, to 
meet the current legal expenditure of the Cor- 
poration which becomes payable out of tho 
tiunual revenue betore the revenue for the year 
becomes payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of taxes upon 
land and Improvement' or real property, us 
shown by tho revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality 01 the City of Victoria for tho year 
1S95, was $2 2,519.05: 

And whereas to meet the current legal ex- 
penditure of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria for the year 18'jii payable out of the annual 
revenue beiore such revenue for such year he 
comes payable by the taxpayers, it is requisite 
for the said Corporation to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding $120,000: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of tho Cor 
poration of tho city of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows:— 

Sec. 1. It shall be lawful for the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, by tho Mayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon the 
credit of the said Corporation from any person 
or persons, firm or firms, corporation or corpor- 
ations, who may be willing to advance the same, 
the sum of $1211,000 in such amounts and at such 
times as, subject as hereinafter provided, the 
same may, in the opinion of the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee of the Council, be required,

Sec. 2. The money so borrowed shall bo ex- 
pended In defray!' g the current legal expenses 
of tho said Corporation for the year 18%, and 
shall, together with the interest thereon, be re- 
payable and repaid to the lender or lenders 
thereof on or before the 31st day of December, 
1896, out of the municipal revenue for the said 
year.

When Mr. Kellie in the course of de- 
bate on the school lands sale bill on 
Wednesday mentioned a report bj Mr. 
R. H. Lee, P.L.S., showing that tin re is 
a large quantity of available land in the 
Big Bend country, a member of the 
opposition immediately declared that 
without that report the discussion could 
not intelligently proceed. The report 
was presented yesterday afternoon, and 
proves very interesting reading. It may 
be stated here that it was not this par- 
ticular land which Mr. Kellie said many 
of his constituents wanted to buy, as of 
course the majority of them as yet know 
nothing about it. 

Mr. Lee'a report is dated Kamloops, 
November G, 1895. On his trip into the 
Big Bend he left Revelstoke on the 12th 
August, with a boat and crew of four 
men, and arrived at the mouth of the 
Canoe river, about 92 miles from Revel- 
stoke, on the 28th August, and they re- 
turned to Revelstoke on t he 27th Septem- 
ber. With the report are two maps, a 
large one showing the country from the 
mouth of Canoe river to Tete Jaune 
Cache, on the Fraser river, with town- 
ships and sections projected upon it; 
and a smaller one showing the country 
from Revelstoke to Tete Jaune Cache, 
with the camps referred to in the report. 
Mr. Lee estimates the costof making the 
Columbia river navigable for steamboats 
from Revelstoke to Canoe river at 
$82,000. This is what he says of the 
country :

the morning of September 20th, arriving 
at Revelstoke on the evening of September 
27th. We were 14J<; days going up from 
Revelstoke to the mouth of Canoe river, 
and IVA days from the mouth of Canoe 
river to Trail Crossing, Camp 27 (actual 
working days). I think the trip could be 
made in 15 "to 20 days at a favorable stage 
of the river. 

The Columbia river from Revelstoke to 
the mouth of Canoe river could be made 
navigable for steamboats at almost all 
stages of the year. Neither Canoe river nor 
Wood river is navigable for steamers, but a 
wagon road could be built through the 
Canoe river valley very cheaply, and this 
seems to me the most feasible way of bring- 
in;,' this beautiful valley within the reach ot 
settlers; or the trail up" the Columbia river, 
which ends at Smith creek, could be con- 
tinued up to the mouth of Canoe river, 
about twenty-seven miles, and widened for 
a wagon road if required. 

I did not see any indications of mineral 
along the Canoe river, but as we were not 
out of the valley I am not warranted in say- 
ing that this is not a mineral country. The 
well known "Bennett" mica mines are 
situated about eight miles S.W. of Tete 
Jaune Cache, and judging from the last 
cargo of mica brought down this fall these 
mines have a promising future. At Smith 
creek, about fifty miles above Revelstoke, 
the Columbia River Hydraulic Co. have a 
number of men at, work, with very satis- 
factory results. Several hydraulic "claims 
have "been taken up on Smith, Gold and 
Fish creeks. Mr. Cus Lunn has a small 
tamp mill on his quartz claim on McCul 



banks are from six to fifteen feet higl 
showing a good clean clay soil. 

Near Grews Rapids the valley widens out 
from one to two miles wide, and continues 
the same northwesterly course to Tete 
Jaune Cache, on the Fraser river. It has 
been run over with lire, and the timber and 
bush in the valley, as well as upon the 
mountains, are a' young growth. F-om 
about Grews Bapids we left the wet 
belt and entered a drier country. We did 
not see moss upon the ground and timber 
as we did below and on the Columbia l iver. 
'The soil is a blue clay live to fifteen feet 
deep, with a gravelly sub-soil, covered in 
many places with one to two feet of black 
vegetable muck; small cedar, cotton- 
wood, spruce, and hazel bushes in patches 
and clumps; good meadows from ten to 
two hundred acres scattered throughout 
the valley. The soil and climate is very 
much superior to that at the mouth of the 
river. The snow and rainfall is also less. 
The rirer is from 100 to 100 feet in width, 
very crooked, and has an average current 
of about two miles an hour; banks from 
six to fifteen feet high. 

I am informed by Messrs. Blackmore and 
Jackson, who spent the last two winters in 
this valley, that the snow was not over lif- 
teen inches deep at any time, and the win- 
ters very mild. The timber and beaver cut- 
tings indicate a very light snowfall. I did 
not see any beaver cuttings over twelve or 
eighteen inches above the ground. I am 
also informed that the spring weather 
opens from :i month to si.\ weeks earlier 
here than at the mouth of the river. The 
mountains generally come down with low 
foot-hills and benches, anil in many places 
these benches along the base of the moun- 
tains are good soil and could be cultivated ; 
good feed for stock in the bottoms and 
benches, liear anil cariboo are very plen- 
tiful along the river. We found numerous 
Indian camps along the river, presumably 
left by frees, who may have come in from 
the Northwest by way of Jasper House. 

At Camp 20. about thirty -three miles 
above Grews Rapids (about fifty-one miles 
by river), the river takes a south-westerly 
course for about four miles to the foot of 
the canyon, at the head of navigation for 
boats, but the. valley continues the same 
north-westerly course for about twenty 
miles to Tete Jaune Cache, on the Fraser 
river, and is Irom two to four miles in 
width; first-class clay soil, with small Cot- 
tonwood, willow, alder, and hazel bush; 
also some small pines and hemlock timber. 
The mountains on each side are low, of a 
granite formation, and come down with 
foot-hills and benches. 

Cranberry lake covers about l,f>00 acres, 
and is a shallow body of water; is situated 
about two miles north of Trail Crossing; 
could be easily drained and made into dry 
land. 

[f irrigation should be required there is 
abundance of water for that purpose in the 
creeks running through the valley every 
few miles, and the water could be brought 
upon the land with very little expense. 
Some of the larger creeks come out ol large 
valleys. The ultitude is about 2,200 feet 
above sea level. 

1 estimate the distance from Revelstoke 
to Camp 27 (Trail Crossing) at about 174 
miles by water, and about 150 miles by a 
wagon road route. At this point the 
bushes and timber also indicate a light 
snowfall, and i am informed by Mr. Joseph 
Null, of South Thompson river, who was 
with a C.l'.R. survey party through this 
country as packer in 1874-75, that they win- 
tered their stock here and never hail over 
eight to ten inches of snow. I think the 
climate is very similar to that around 
Kamloops, judging from the general ap- 
pearance of the country. The first frost of 
this season occurred on the night of 
September 18th, and previous to this there 
had been about two weeks' rain. There 
was wet weather at Kamloops correspond- 
ing with this, and frost about the same 
■ date.

TRINITY VALLEY. 

The Tew Well Established Settters Have 
Proved Its Exceptional Capabilities 

A report by Mr. J. P. Burnveat on the 
result of his explorations in Last Yale 
asked for by Mr. Grahain some time 
_ ago, was also presented yesterday. It 
jjjg j deals with the district known as Trinity 
' Valley, as follows : 

The valley lies within a circle of forest 
clad hills between the valleys of the Spal 
lumcheen and Shuswap and Mabel lake; is 
in shape resembling somewhat the letter 
Y, with the western or left arm consider- 
ably the longer, through which Hows the 
principal stream, taking its rise in the val 
ley and known as Putnam creek; the east- 
ern arm, sweeping on to the north and east 
around the bases of Mounts Burns and In- 
gcrsoll, which rise on either side north and 
south of tjie valley, towards the south end 
of Mabel lake. Length, about sevent 
miles north and south, and containing 
within its lines an area of some 20,000 
acres of gocd land, suitable for agricultur- 
al and settlement purposes, at an approxi- 
mate height of 2,300 teet above sea level, 
000 feet above Lumby, and 1,100 feet above 
Vernon. 

Timber— The upper slopes of the hill 
surrounding the valley arc covered for the 
most part with a heavy growth of timber, 
consisting of lir, cedar, tamarac. hemlock 
and white pine, whilst small berths of ex 
cedent cedar occupy the lower lands, and 
more particularly along the course of Put- 
nam creek 

Devastated by Fire — The valley has been 
covered in the past by a magnificent forest 
of heavy mixed timber, but the great body 
has been destroyed by lire, which passed 
through this section about eight years ago, 
leaving the ground strewn with their great 
trunks and perfectly dry. The valley was 
visited again by the lire" fiend last summer 
and the greater portion of it was swept 
clear of all signs of vegetation; the charred 
trunks of the hemlocks alone remain stand- 
ing or strew the ground upon the upper 
benches. 

Second Growth- A second growth is seen 
where the lire of last summer had not 
passed, consisting of willow, small poplar 
and alder, with some patches of [lines upon 
the more exposed slopes. 

Soil — The soil for the most part consists 
of a reddish-brown loam, interspersed with 
a small shale, with a subsoil ol grey clay. 
Average depth of soil 18 inches. 

Meadows Numerous beaver meadows 
are found throughout the valley, varying 
in extent from one acre to several hundred. 
These meadow lands are of the richest de- 
scription, and for the most part arc very 
easily reclaimed ; in most cases the open- 
ing up and cleaning out the obstructions 
found in the watercourses being all that is 
required; in other portions, being thinly 
covered by a growth of small black birch 
and willow, grubbing will be required. On 
examination of the soil 1 found it to con- 
sist of about two feet of rich vegetable de- 
posit, below this two feet of fine black 
sandy loam, with a sub-soil of pure blue 
clay. 

Irrigation — The facilities for irrigation 
here are simply unequalled in any other 
section of the district visited, small spring 
creeks being found almost on every mile of 
land traversed. 

Water Power— Numerous water powers 
are found upon the larger streams, notably 
that upon Christie's creek, having a fall of 
some 200 feet, with a vertical fall of some 
75 feet, whilst the Putnam, Miriam, Ledge, 
Lossy and other creeks can be utilized. 

Settlement — The valley was tirst entered 
by settlers last spring, and since then a 
number of records have been filed, and not- 
withstanding the difficulty of reaching 
their claims some improvements have been 
made, and all are most favorably impressed 
with their locations. 

Settlers— ( in meeting Mr. Nelson, premier 
settler of the valley, 1 visited his place 
and found him most favorably situated, 
and having done a good deal of hard work 
upon his place, with a comfortable cabin 
and stable built ; several acres of meadow 
grubbed this spring; his garden, consisting 
of potatoes, turnips, lettuce, peas and other 
vegetables, showing a splendid growth dur- 
ing our few days' stay in the valley. 

At Mr. Christie's, our next point camped 
at, we found a moro numerous collection

of vegetables and small fruits had been 
planted, ami all looking equally well. Here 
! found hops, planted this spring, doing re- 
markably well; imported English dwarf 
beans in fall blossom on July 1; imported 
English gooseberries, raspberries, strawber- 
ries, mint and rhubarb all doing well ; peas, 
imported variety, one mass of bloom, four 
varieties of cabbage, and turnips, carrots, 
onions and potatoes. Taking into consid- 
eration the fact that the above were plant- 
ed upon new and uncultivated soil, it fur- 
nishes a proof of the capabilities of the soil 
there. In addition to this garden Mr. 
Christie has sown, between his meadow 
land and higher pastures, some 450 pounds 
if tame grasses and clover. 

At Mr. Cartwright's we found a healthy 
miking garden, with the usual assortment 
of vegetables and some lour acres of wheat, 
sown this spring, doing wonderfully well, 
considering that the seed bad been simply 
raked in. the land having received no other 
cultivation.

WHAT IS AN AUTONOMY 1 

A word that has of late been very 
much abused in this Dominion is 
"autonomy." We are told .that each 
province o! the confederation is an 
autonomy and we find a leading provin- 
cial politician speaking of tlie " well- 
recognized principle of provincial auton- 
omy." It would save a great deal of 
trouble and prevent much disagreement 
if Provincial and indeed Dominion legis- 
lators thoroughly understood the words 
they use and if they took care to apply 
them properly. Attorney-General Sifton 
would perhaps be a little surprised to 
learn that neither the Constitution oi 
tho Dominion nor the Constitution of 
any of the provinces recognizes the prin- 
ciple of provincial autonomy. What is 
autonomy? Here is how the Standard 
Dictionary defines the word : 

"The country must have what the 
Greeks call autonomy. This implies 
that the country must have the right, 
and, of course, the power of establishing 
that government which it considers best, 
unexposed to interference from without 
or pressure from above."' 

"The power, right or condition of 
self-government; independence; aa the 
autonomy of an institution or an in- 
dividual." 

" A community that governs itself." 

Not one of the provinces is, accordinc 
to these definitions, an autonomy. Their 
powers of self-government arc by the 
■constitution strictly limited. They are 
not even autonomous within what is 
loosely called their " exclusive jurisdic- 
tion." Thereareimportantsubjects with- 
in the sphere oi government which they 
cannot touch. They are exposed to in- 
terference from without and to pressure 
from above. The Federal Government 
bus the power to veto every law they 
make; their power to legislate in the 
matter of education is subject to import- 
ant restrictions; they have nothing to 
do with trade and commerce, or with the 
imposition of customs duties. How can 
a province he called an autonomy whose 
jurisdiction is limited by statute and 
that cannot act independently even 
within that jurisdiction? 

One of the principal objects of the 
Constitution is to limit and define the 
powers of the provinces. An intelligent 
perusal of the British North America 
Act shows that it is utter nonsense to 
talk of the " well-recognized principle 
of provincial autonomy," and must con- 
vince any reader of ordinary discern- 
ment that as far as the provinces of this 
Dominion aro concerned there is no such 
principle. 

Every province, it is true, has rights, 
powers and privileges accorded to it by 
the Constitution, and it should bo most 
careful to conserve those lights, powers 
and privileges ; but the Constitution does 
not make any of tho provinces "an au- 
tonomy " ; quite the contrary. There- 
fore to declare in an important state 
document that the maintenance of the 
" well-recognized principle of provincial 
autonomy" is "essential to the satis- 
factory operation of our constitution " is 
a misapplication of the Queen's English 
of which even the late lamented Mrs. 
Partington would hardly he guilty. 

MR . UHA M B E It LAI N. 

Mr, George W.Smalley, the Now York 
correspondent of the London Times, 
writes very interesting articles on English 
subjects for the New York Weekly Her- 
ald. One of the latest is headed "Cham- 
berlain's Day." In that article Mr, 
Smalley sketches tho public career of the 
Eight Hon. Joseph Chamberlain. Mr. 
Smalley haB a high opinion of the ability 
of the British Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, and he evidently considers that 
both tin-' Mother Country and the Colon- 
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ies will be benefited by his administra- 
tion of the Coloiiial Department. Speak- 
ing of his appointment to office under 
Lord Salisbury Mr. Smalley says: 

lie passed from politics to statesman- 
ship. Brooding much over these newer 
interests, considering, us he has ever 
done, with some exactness, the chances 
of his own career, considering also in a 
spirit of true patriotism the larger inter- 
eats of the Empire, he saw that his one 
great opportunity, both of building up 
his own place and of serving his country 
lay in a new policy for the colonies. 

It is a characteristic of him that he 
should have spoken of them as neglected 
estates which needed development. It 
is but n figure of speech, yet it shows 
how commercialism had saturated his 
mind. His conception, at any rate, no 
mutter how it Avas phrased, was a great 
one. He shook ofl* the notion that the 
colonies were so many encumbrances, a 
favorite notion of liberals and radicals 
this many a. year; a notion from 
which Lord Beaeonslield him- 
self was not free. He per- 
suaded himself that it was possi- 
ble to weld the Umpire together more 
closely than ever before, and to make 
these outlying provinces in a sense in- 
tegral parts of the huge imperial fabric 
which covers half the globe. Australia 
had taught him a lessou when she of- 
fered to send troops to Suakim. Can- 
ada taught him another by her per- 
petual assertion of self-interest as her 
sole rule of conduct in her relations 
with the Mother Country. One was an 
inspiration, the other a warning. Out 
of the two he framed a policy, or in the 
two he found a germ capable oi great 
national growth. To encourage the loy- 
alty of which New South Wales had 
given so splendid an example; to repress 
the centrifugal tendency of Canada by 
making her see that interest and loyalty 
might be harmonious — such seems to 
have been Mr. Chamberlain's purpose. 

It will he gathered from this that Mr. 
Smally has not formed a very high opin- 
ion of Canada politically. In tho above 
extracts he represents this country ub 
utterly selfish, and in another part of 
bis letter he speaks of Canada as being 
" perhaps the most stiff-necked of the 
English colonies." There may be more 
truth in the American journalist's esti- 
mate of Canada than many Canadians 
are willing to admit. Canada, no doubt, 
in her dealings with tho Mother Coun- 
try has had an eye to the main chance. 
She is as true as steel and perhaps the 
most loyal of the colonies, but she lias 
no idea of allowing her interests 
to be needlessly sacrificed of 
benefit either friend or neigh- 
bor, and it will have to 
be admitted that like most of her sex 
she dearly loves to have her own way; 
but in all times of triul Canada has 
proved that she is true to British con- 
nection, and the indications are that at 
no period of her existence was her affec- 
tion for the Mother jCountry more fervent, 
and her determination to stand by her 
for weal or for woe stronger. Canadians 
generally are desirous of closer connec- 
tion with Great Britain, and since Mr. 
Chamberlain has shown a disposition to 
strengthen tho bond that connects the 
colonies with the Mother Country he 
lias risen greatly in their esteem. 



burgher will he altogether obliterated. 
It therefore may be that Jameson's in- 
vasion may mark tho beginning of an 
era of reform and improvement in the 
Transvaal, an .era in which the Govern- 
ment began to be a republic in reality 
us well as in name. 



AN ADMIRED CRIMINAL. 

The position of Dr. Jameson is a pecu- 
liar one. He is under arrest awaiting 
trial for what is no doubt regarded by 
the Government of the Transvaal as a 
serious crime. But lie is a criminal to 
whom no disgrace attaches. He is look- 
ed upon by the treat majority of his 
countrymen as a hero and the offence 
which he committed, if it is an offence, 
is considered a noble one. He, it is be- 
lieved , went to 'the Transvaal to succor 
the oppressed. He and his companions 
took their lives in their hands to help 
their countrymen — men who hail always 
been free and who loved freedom 
— Io strike a blow for 1 i bur ty . 
Englishmen cannot find it in 
their hearts to blame u man who 
risked so much in so good a cause, even 
though, through the want of pluck and 
ene.gy in those whom he tried to rescue, 
lie failed. Success in tho enterprise 
which Dr. Jameson undertook, without 
the courageous co-operation of those 
w hom he wished to deliver, was impossi- 
ble, but who is there in England that 
could bear to see him punished for such 
a failure? 

It is more than likely that Jameson's 
raid was not such a failure as it appear- 
ed on the surface to be. That raid has 
directed the attention of the British 
nation and of the whole civilized world 
to the Transvaal and to the Boer 
methods of government. if has, too, 
most likely opened the eyes of the Boers 
themselves to the danger of attempting 
to keep in subjection the great majority 
of the population of their country. 
There can be no doubt that President 
Kruger sees that his republic has 
had a narrow escape. He must 
know that if Jameson had 
been backed up by the Uitlanders aa he 
might have been he would have found it 
impossible to hold out against a host of 
insurgents determined to be free. He 
cannot but see that if the grievances of 
which the Uitlanders complain are not 
redressed, there will, before long, bo 
another insurrection which may* not be 
so easily put down as the one which ha3 
just been nipped in the bud. It is said 
that he has moderated his tone very 
much of late and that he has resolved 
to initiate a greatly more liberal 
policy towards aliens residing in tho 
Transvaal than he has followed hither- 
to. When the Boers once begin to 
treat the Uitlanders well they will most 
likely find the change so beneficial and 
so conducive to their welfare in every 
respect that they will continue it until 
the distinction between Uitlander and 



HEALTH PRESER VATION. 

The Fourteenth Report of the State 
Board of Health of Wisconsin bus been 
laid on our table by a gentleman who 
hits the preservation of the public health 
of this Province at heart. From it we' 
see that the authorities of the State have 
had the same opposition to face and the 
same difficulties to overcome as the 
Government of this Province will have 
to contend ugiinst when it tries ener- 
getically and effectively to preserve the 
public health. Many people in Wisconsin 
did not see the use of a State Board of 
Health. They considered it a waste of 
money to put it in operation aud to keep 
it at work. Even in its fourteenth re- 
port the Board considers it necessary to 
show the inhabitants of the young muni- 
cipalities that it is worth their while to 
pay attention to the laws of health and 
to spend a little money to make their 
villages and settlements wholesome and 
pleasant places to live in. 

"The importance of sanitation in these 
young municipalities" Dr. W ingate says, 
cannot be too highly estimated. The 
necessity for a proper and wholesome 
water supply and a proper system of 
drainage, and proper construction of our 
school buildings, and the limitation of 
school attendance, proper construction 
of buildings in general and the houses of 
our citizens, and proper laws to protect 
our people from the ravages of contagi- 
ous diseases, are all questions which re- 
quire tho exercise of expert knowledge 
and are questions of the greatest magni- 
tude and importance. 

"Are our laws pertaining to sanitation 
in municipalities the best and most ef- 
fective that can be devised, "or is it un- 
necessary to havo sanitary laws on our 
statute books, as some have maintained? 
These are questions that should be set- 
tled permanently. ... if the suf- 
ferings inflicted on the poorer and less 
intelligent portion of the community by 
incompetent practitioners of medicine 
and surgery could be brought home to 
American legislators, the quacks and 
charlatans would have a short shrift. 
Registration acts for practitioners of 
medicine would be promptly passed 
and vigorously enforced. In like 
manner, if a democracy would 
only be persuaded that contagious dis- 
eases, like yellow fever, smallpox and 
diphtheria, might be closely limited by 
isolation, the present careless method ol 
dealing with these scourges would soon 
be as obsolete as surgery and midwifery 
without antiseptics. The multitudedoes 
not know how typhoid fever lurks in 
contaminated water; it does not com- 
prehend either the suffering or the 
economic tax which inevitably falls on 
any population breathing polluted air or 
drinking polluted water; it does not re- 
alize that public health is only a sum 
total of individual healths, and that 
every avoidable injury to public health 
means individual sufferings and losses 
which need not be incurred."

The highest bid was that of Mr. Hol- 
land, $2,000, about sufficient to cover 
the mortgage and expenses, and the sale 
was withdrawn. After the sale a brief 
telegram was received from Nanaimo 
stating thai an injunction had been 
taken out by the assignees of the estate 
to stop the sale.

rapid development as soon as our crown 
grant is issued. The Great Western and 
Golden Chariot is immediately east of 
the War Eagle and Centre Star. It has 
a vein of 50 feet, and if we get value as 
work proceeds we shall have a mine of 
fabulous worth. Two miles to the west 
of the War Eagle a rich strike has re- 
cently been made on tho Jumbo, and 
this proves conclusively that the rich 
mineral is not confined to the group of 
properties on the Le Roi hill." 

Asked as to the possibilfty of putting 
an end to jumping of claims, Mr. Jones 
said : 

" I think that jumping could be very 
effectually put down by enacting that a 
recorder's certificate, showing that as- 
sessment work had been done by the 
prospector, should be held to cure all 
mere technical defects in the location of 
claims." 

"What is the feeling in tho camp 
about tho proposal to tax the ore pro- 
duct?" 

"As long as the government imposes 
only a fair tax the mine owners most 
certainly will not compluin ; but a tax 
on the gross output of ore all think 
would be suicidal in the development of 
the mineral resources of any country. 
The only fair way is to tax the net profits 
of a mine ; and the net profit should only 
be fairly taxed. A 2 per cent, tax on 
the gross product would be not only ex- 
cessive but unjust. One per cent, of the 
net profit of a mine will even now raise 
a large revenue, and inside of five years 
will enrich the government; but as 
quartz mining is only in its infancy at 
present in this province, it would be bad 
policy, in our judgment, to mulct those 
engaged in it out of all proportion to the 
other taxpayers of the province. 

" I should also like to say in reference 
tu legislation for the prevention of jump- 
ing that in case it were proved that the 
jumpers' object was extortion, he should 
be liable to prosecution for felony. In- 
variably the jumper gets in his evil work 
at the moment of selling or transfering 
mining property, and he does so almost 
entirely for blackmailing purposes. 
Many important sales or purchases have 
been marred by the tactics of the 
jumper, and very often the owners buy 
him off through inability to send him to 
prison and to punishment." 

" Do von look for a rapid growth for 
Rossland?" 

' Rossland in five years will be a town 
of -10,000 people. This seems a most 
exaggerated prediction, but recollect 
that the ores of Trail Creek will all ulti- 
mately be matted at the mines. Low 
grade ores worth $10 a ton can be re- 
duced on the spot and made to yield 
handsome profits. If torty mines are 
worked in the Trail district and matted 
there they will employ 10,000 workmen 
in the producing and reduction of ores, 
and 10,000 workmen in the mines, mills, 
and smelting plants easily means a pop- 
ulation of 50,000 people. And I do not 
hesitate to say that you will in five years 
have at least forty producing mines in 
the Trail district, and mines, too, that 
will enrich the province and the whole 
of this country."

Nokusp & Plocan Restrained From 
tfzpruprltitluir at Kaudon Fend 
Iiir: Committee's Decision. 



A Short Account of tun LpitaI War 
Waged With the Kalso & 
Slocan. 



On application of Mr. C. .1. Prior for 
tho Kaslo & Slocan railway, Mr. Justice 
Drake yeHtorday made an order restrain- 
ing tho Nakusp & Slocan railway until 
March 4 from taking any further pro- 
ceedings in the way of expropriating tho 
lands of the Kaslo & Slocan railway. 
This makes another in the somewhat 
long list of injunctions applied for in 
this celebrated ease. The Kaslo & 
Slocan railway acquired last July a 
right of way at Sandon in the Slocan 
country for terminal facilities, 200 feet 
in width, and constructed their track 
and terminal buildings, and have oper- 
ated their railway since its approval by 
the provincial government. Tho 
Nakusp & Slocan railway then 
extended their line from Three 
Forks to Sandon, about four miles, 
under the authority of an order of the 
Railway Committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil at Ottawa. The Kaslo & Slocan 
claiming that tho Nakusp it Slocan had 
entered upon and taken possession of a 
part of the right of way of tlfo former 
road, obtained an injunction from Mr. 
Justice Crease against their rivals 
restraining the Nakusp & Slocan from 
proceeding further, and then tore down 
the buildings and ripped up the track of 
the Nakusp & Slocan on the disputed 
ground. 

This injunction was dissolved by Mr. 
Justice Drake on the application of the 
Nakusp it Slocan. The ICaslo & Slocan 
then gave notice of motion for a new in- 
junction to Mr. Justice Drake, who 
made an order restraining the Nakusp it 
Slocan from trespassing upon the right 
of way of the Kaslo it Slocan at Sandon. 
Between, however, the dissolution of the 
liret and the granting of the second in- 
junction tho Nakusp it Slocan railway 
forcibly took possession of tho 
ground, laid a track and erected 
a station and warehouse. As soon aa 
this work was completed and before the 
second injunction was granted the Kaslo 
& Slocan took a large force of men and 
with the aid of a locomotive tore up the 
Nakusp it Slocan's track, pulled down 
the buildings and demolished them. 

Then the Nakusp it Slocan applied to 
the railway committee at Ottawa and 
obtained an order permitting them to 
expropriate a portion of the right of way 
of the Kaslo & Slocan at Sandon. The 
Kaslo it Slocan were not heard upon this 
application, and the committee reserved 
leave to them to move to rescind the or- 
der. Tho argument upon this order was 
heard at Ottawa on the Sth and 10th 
instant, and pending the report of Mr. 
Desbarats, a government engineer sent 
to examine the ground in dis- 
pute, the committee have reserv- 
ed their decision. After the 
order obtained from the committee the 
Kaslo it Slocan applied for still another 
injunction to restrain tho Nakusp it 
Slocan from constructing or operating 
their line from Three Forks to Sandon, 
upon the ground that it was an '' exten- 
sion and not a branch line " according 
to the railway cot, which prohibits ex- 
tensions beyond a terminus but author- 
izes " branches." The Full court re- 
fused the injunction in tho interim be- 
fore trial of the action. This move of 
the Kaslo it Slocan was believed to be 
merely to force a compromise and keep 
the Nakusp & Slocan oil' the terminal 
grounds. The Nakusp it Slocan having 
given notice of expropriation under 
the order from the railway committee, 
for expropriation, the application made 
by the Kaslo it Slocan yesterday was to 
have expropriation stopped till the 
railway committee have given their de- 
cision on the motion heard at Ottawa 
for the rescinding of the order. 

If the railway committee refuse to 
rescind their order authorizing the Nak- 
usp it Slocan railway to expropriate the 
right of way, the matter will probably bo 
carried to the Privy Council in England. 
The Kaslo it Slocan have kept posses- 
sion since clearing oil' the works of the 
Nakusp it Slocan. 



H. A. MASSEY'd WILL. 

The Bequests Amount to Almost Two and 
a Quarter Millions. 

Toronto, Feb. L'li. — (Special; — The will 
of H. A. Massey, the agricultural imple- 
ment manufacturer, was probated to- 
day. It contains twenty-nine bequests 
to charitable and religious institutions 
throughout the Dominion. The be- 
quests with the sums given by Mr. 
Massey shortlv before his death amount 
to $2,200, 000. ' Among tho bequests is 
one to the American University, Wash- 
ington, D.O., to erect a building to 
represent Canadian Methodism in that 
university. Six thousand dollars are 
left to D. L, Moody's schools in North- 
field, -Mass. 



CUBAN BELLIGERENCY. 

TUe President Will Recognize the Patriots 
Should Circumstances War- 
rant It. 

Washington, Feb. 20. — A somewhat 
exciting currency debate in tho senate 
kept the Cuban question from coming 
up till 3:30 o'clock this afternoon. 
At that hour Mr. White (Dem- 
ocrat, Californin), while express- 
ing hta sympathy for tho 
Cubans in their struggle, urged 
the need of an orderly procedure. The 
Senator pave much attention to the 
legal phases involved in tho recognition 
of belligerency. He argued that it was 
not for the senate to presume that the 
President would not recognize the belli- 
gerency should circumstances warrant.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Second Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

TWENTIETH DAY. 

Thursday, Feb. 27, 1&96. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 p. in. 
Prayers by Rev. Dr. Campbell. 
COWIOHAN RiVEli. 

Mit. Huff moved : "That a respect- 
ful address be presented to His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor, praying him 
to urge upon the Dominion government 
the necessity of immediate steps being 
taken to protect the banks of the Cow- 
ichan river, so as to prevent the great 
damage caused by overflow." The 
mover said that his predecessor, Hon. 
Theodore Davie, had promised two years 
ago that something would be done in 
the matter, but it had Bince been 
brought to the attention of those in- 
terested that seven-eighths of the land af- 
fected forms part of Indian reserves, 
controlled by the Dominion government. 
He thought that that government would 
see it in their interest to take some such 
steps as suggested. 

Hon. Mb. Turner endorsed the reso- 
lution, expressing gratification that Mr. 
Huff had moved in this important 
matter. 

Motion agreed to. 

STATUTE REVISION. 

Mr. Semmn moved : "That it is tho 
opinion of this house — That moro than 
one commissioner should have been 
appointed for the revision of the 
statutes. That any changes from the 
law as it at present stands, suggested by 
the commissioner, should have been first 
submitted to this house, ami should not 
have been included in the revision itself, 
until and only so far as such proposed 
changes had been adopted by this house. 
And that proper precaution should be 
taken by the government to ensure the 
work being done at the least expense 
compatible with tho importance of the 
work." The mover said that he intend- 
ed no reflection upon the eminent 
gentleman who has been entrusted 
with this work, but he thought that it 
would be more satisfactory if a commis- 
sion of two or three gentlemen had been 
appointed, and any changes they sug- 
gested had been first sent to the house 
before being incorporated in the re- 
vision. 

Hon. Mr. Turner could not agree that 
the resolution was at all necessary. Ho 
would not now discuss the first declara- 
tion. ''That more than one commissioner 
should have been appointed," for that 
is a matter now under the consideration 
of the government. As to the second, 
that any changes should bo submitted to 
the house before being included in the 
[ revision, that is exactly what has been 
J done, as anyone who examines the com- 
i inissionoi's report will see; the resolu- 
tion in this respect is therefore alto- 
gether misleading. The remaining sen- 
tence, that proper precaution should be 
taken to have the work done at the least 
expense possible, needs no comment — ■ 
naturally the government would take 
such precautions. The resolution being 
not only uncallled for but mischievous 
because misleading, he must oppose it. 

Mr. Williams spoke in support of the 
resolution, as he did not consider that 
tho changes bad been laid before the 
house in the proper way; while as to 
the expense about $9,000 of the esti- 
mated cost has already disappeared, in- 
cluding the $1,000 paid out for printing. 

Resolution lost on party division of 
10 to 19. 

NAKUSP AND SLOCAN RAILWAY. 

Mr. Macpberson moved for a return 
showing the rate per ton charged on 
freight for various classes of goods; rate 
for carrying Her Majesty's mails ; ex- 
press rates and the passenger rates; also 
the total sums derived under each of the 
different heads, on the Nakusp it Slocan 
railway, for tho various periods for which 
returns have been made. 

Mr. Sword thought that the govern- 
ment should take steps to see that the 
returns made are correct, and that the 
railway is being given credit for the full 
amount of traflic of all sorts carried over 
the line. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said it is the inten- 
tion of tho government to inquire thor- 
oughly into this matter, as they thought 
they should have received more than 
had come to them. They once had sim- 
ilar doubts with respect 'to the Shuswap 
it Okanagan, and sent an auditor to 
Montreal, where the accounts arc kept, 
to make an examination, with the re- 
sult, unfortunately, that he found an 
overpayment to the province of $1,500. 
He did not anticipate that any mistake 
of that nature had been made this time; 
on the contrary he thought there is 
strong evidence to show that the O.P.R. 
gets more than its share of the receipts 
of the Nakusp it Slocan road. 

Mr. Ritiiet thought that since the 
government are going into this matter 
they should see that an arbitrary rate 
is provided for, to he applied to the 
Nakusp it Slocan. They should in ar- 
riving at this follow as nearly as possi- 
ble the rates given by other companies 
having only a short line in use — the 
Kaslo it Slocan, and the Nelson & Fort 
Sheppard, for instance. 

Motion agreed to. 

Hon. Mr. Ebekts presented a return 
showing tho number of plaints entered 
in the small debts courts and the fees 
received. 

MECHANICS AND LABORERS' LIEN. 

Mr, Hei.moken moved the second 
reading of the bill "for the benefit of 
mechanics and laborers." This, as he 
explained in detail, provides for an in- 
disputable lien by employes and mate- 
rial men upon any work the result of 
their labor or for w hich they have sup- 
plied materials; and provisions are in- 
serted to Becure owners against hardship 
or injustice. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts congratulated tho 
hon. member upon the care he had 
taken in framing what must necessarily 
bo an intricate measure. Ho agreed 
with the principle of the hill, which is 
in the interest of tho laborer in further 
securing him in bis rights, while recog- 
nizing tlie necessity, in view of recent 
decisions, of declaring the law with re- 
spect also to the lien of the material 
man. 

Mr. Sword spoko against giving the 
benefit of a lien to the material man, 
who ho considered should be in the posi- 
tion of any other sreditor, and not in the 
exceptional position oi a workman. 

Hon. Col. Baker spoke in support of 
the bill, and Dr. Walkem against giving 
the material men a lien. 

Mr. Williams obrected to that part of 
it relating to the material man, who he 
considered is well able to take care of 
himself, and is no more entitled to a 
lien than the man who sells a pound of 
ten over the counter, If tho hon. mem- 
ber who had introduced this bill wished 



to remedy defects in the present act he 
should move to amend it rather than 
bring in an entirely new measure. 

Mr. Kitchen also objected to the bill 
because of the protection to material 
men. 

Mn. Kennedy thought the present act 
has worked well, in diminishing the 
number of cases brought before the 
courts. 

Mr. Kellie said ho had letters from 
Rosuland and other places asking that a 
new bill be brought in as the present act 
is not workable. 

Bill read a second time, on division, 

consolidated railway CO. 

Mr. Hunter presented the eighth re- 
port of the private bills committee, de- 
claring the preamble proved of the Con- 
solidated Railway and Light Company 
act amendment bill, and reporting the 
bill with amendments. Report adopted. 

Mr. Martin presented "Extracts 
from Crown Lands Report" containing 
Mr. Lee's report on the Big Bend coun- 
try and Mr. Burnyeat's on Trinity Val- 
ley in East Yale. 

cattle stealing. 

Mr. Graham resumed tho adjourned 
debate on the second reading of his bill 
to amend the cattle act, by making pro- 
vision to put a stop to cattle stealing, by 
providing : 

2. Any persons or person shipping cattle 
from any point east of the Cascades shall, 
previous to such shipment, forward a no- 
notice to the nearest government agent, in 
which shall be stated the number of cattle 
to he shipped, the date of intended ship- 
ment, to whom shipped, and also giving a 
full description of every mark and brand 
upon such cattle. 

3. It shall, when possible, be the duty of 
the government agent to send or instruct 
some person to check oil' the numbers, 
brands and marks of such cattle. 

■I. Any person or persons slaughtering or 
dealing in eat lie shall keep a hook in which 
shall be entered the names of all persons 
from whom cattle are bought, the number 
of such cattle, the date ot purchase, and a 
full description of every mark or brand up- 
on such cattle, and a monthly report shall 
be forwarded to the chief of police or gov- 
ernment agent ot the district where such 
cattle are slaughtered or otherwise dispos- 
ed of, containing all such information. 

Mr. Hunter opposed the bill, having 
had no information to show its desira- 
bility. 

Mn. Stoddart spoko strongly in sup- 
port of the bill, as he said he had been 
informed so late as on his way down here 
of the loss of several valuable cattle sup- 
posed to have been stolen and sold. 

Hon. Mn. Martin had no objection to 
the principle of the bill, but in its pres- 
ent shape he could not vote for the sec- 
ond reading as he considered the bill 
quite unworkable, so that almost a now 
bill would be required to carry out the 
in tention. 

Mil. S. -ml in thought that any altera- 
tions required could be made in com- 
mittee. 

Hon. Col. Baker and Mr. Ritbet spoke 
against the bill, because of the difficulty 
there would be in its application. Major 
Mutter also made the same objection. 

Mn. Smith said there had been a great 
deal of difficulty east of the Cascades 
persons losing cattle and not being able 
to get any trace of them. He feared 
however, that this bill would not prove 
to be a remedy, as while its object was 
good it would not be workable in many 
respects. If it could be made workable 
he would be glad to support it. 

Mn. Kitchen supported the bill as he 
thought that in committee it could be 
make workable. 

Mn. Adams would vote for the second 
reading though he hoped to see some 
amendments before the bill went 
through. 

Mn. Cotton argued to show that with 
a few amendments the bill would be 
quite workable. 

Caft. Irving thought that tho bill 
shows conclusively that the gentleman 
who brought it in must be a faddist. As 
one interested in the cattle business, 
did not see why an additional tax should 
thus be placed upon it. 

Mn. Rogers could not see that this 
bill would do any good; it would put 
honest men to a great deal of trouble, 
while men of the other class who now 
make the trouble would simply disre- 
gard it. 

Bill read a second time, on division, 
only four voting contrary. 

Mn. Graham moved the second read 
ing of tho lino fences and water coursei 
bill — to correct a mistake of last session 
Agreed to. 

WIDE TIRES FOR CARIBOO ROAD. 

The house went into committee on the 
bill to regulate the width of tires which 

I may be used on the Cariboo road be- 
tween Asbcrof. and Barkerville (Mr 
Adams), with Mr. McGregor in the chair 

j The bill provides : 

'J. After the lirst day of .March, 1897, it 
j shall be unlawful for any wagons or vehicle 
of the following carrying capacities to be 
drawn or driven on the trunk road betweei 
Ashcroft and Barkerville unless the tire 
thereof shall be of the width us follows: 

(a.) Wagons of a carrying capacity of up 
to 2, SOU pounds weight avoirdupois, tires of 
the width of two and one-half inches at the 
least : 

(!,.) Wfgona of a carrying capacity of 
over 2 , 500 and up to 1,000 pounds weight 
avoirdupois, tires of the width of not 1 
than four inches at the least: 

(e.) Wagons of. a carrying capacity of 
over 4,000 pounds weight avoirdupois, tires 
of the width of not less than live inches at 
the least. 

Mn. Stoddart thought that the time 
should be extended nt least to 1900, as 
many of the farmers have very expen 
sivo wagons, some of them imported 
from Chicago. For his part he did not 
quite see the necessity for wide tires on 
a hard road such as the Cariboo, for it 
is well known that on a hard road a nar- 
row tire runs easier. 

Mr. Adams pointed out that there 
are many parts of tho Cariboo road that 
are very soft at certain seasons of the 
year, and he felt confident that after a 
trial all concerned would find it to their 
interest to have wide tires. 

Mr. Bryden thought it would be a 
good tiling if wide tires were adopted in 
all parts of the province, as not only do 
they preserve the roads, but on an aver- 
age five or six hundred pounds more can 
be drawn with wide tires than with 
narrow. That was the experience of 
his district. 

Mil. Booth endorsed this statement, 
and ventured to add that if an act like 
this had been put in force twenty years 
ago it would have been worth a quarter 
of a million dollars ip preserving the 
roads. 

Mn. Semmn, from his knowledge of 
the Cariboo country, could not see any 
advantage to follow from passing this 
bill. 

Mr. Kitchen entirely disagreed with 
Mr. Semlin, as from his observation of 
the use of wide tires he thought they 
would be a great advantage on tho Cari-

boo road and keep it from being further 
cut up tia it has been. 

Ma. Huff said he owns three wagons, 
with respectively two, three and four 
inch tires, and preference is invariably 
shown by teamsters lor the widest tires. 

Mb. Smith pointed out that wide tires 
would be no novelty on the Cariboo 
road, as they had been at one time in 
general use there — before many of the 
gentlemen who now advocate them 
came into the country. The stones that 
constantly come down from the hillsides 
mid lodge on the road would make 
very great difficulty for the teamsters 
using such tires. He would like 
to read some of the correspondence he 
bad received from his constituents on 
this subject, but he was afraid it would 
hurt Mr. Adams' feelings, for it was not 
complimentary, as extracts he reud 
ebo.ved — including a hint that a delega- 
tion of teamsters "will wait on Wide- 
Tiro Adams on his return and put him 
through a course," 

Mb. Adams — "All right; I'll be there." 
(Laughter.) 

Mb. Smith continued that many of 
the old wide-tire wagons are now lying 
disused and cannot be sold at any price. 

Mr. Adams said they had been dis- 
carded because they were bull-team 
wagons, anil horses have now been in- 
troduced. He did not think that Mr. 
Smith has driven a wagon of any kind 
for years, while he (Mr. Adams) spoke 
from personal experience. He had not 
heard any objections to the bill from 
teamsters in his constituency. 

Major Mutter told how a meeting of 
his constituents last week had asked him 
and his colleague to introduce a graded 
wide tire act during the present ses- 
sion. 

Mr. Kitchen moved nn amendment 
to make the bill applicable to tho whole 
province. 

The amendment being referred to the 
Speaker, was ruled out of order in the 
absence of instruction from the house.. 
Section 1 — the short title — was then 
adopted. 

Mh. Skmltn moved, as an amendment 
to section 2, to give cllect to the bill 
from 1st March, 1000, instead of 1897. 

Mb. Booth moved in amendment to 
the amendment to make the date 1st 
March, 1808. 

This was adopted on division, and the 
committee rose und reported progress. 

Hon. Mr. Turner presented a return 
giving tho report of the auditor upon 



the accounts of the road superintendent 
of East Lillooct. 

The Speaker called attention to the 
amendment made bv Mr. Kellie during 
the debate on Mr. Williams'' motion rel- 
ative to securing a resident judge for 
Vancouver, and which during bis ab- 
sence had been debated at some length. 
His attention had been called to the fact 
that to insert, as proposed, the word 
Kootenay in place of Vancouver, would 
make the house say that the legislature 
declared last year that one of the judges 
should reside in Kootenay — which is not 
the fact. Tiie amendment is therefore 
out of order, and must be regarded as 
never having been moved. 

The house adjourned at 5:45 p. in.

FORGERY IS CHARGED. 

The Mysterious Letter to Dr. Jameson Found 
on the Battlefield of Doornkop. 

Mr. H. L. Salmon of this city has just 
received in a letter from a South African 
friend a document which possesses pecu- 
liar interest at the present time, in view 
of the recent sensational developments 
in Transvaal affairs. The paper in ques- 
tion is the proclamation of State Presi- 
dent Stephanus Johannes Paul us Krn- 
ger, in which he notes with satisfaction 
that the government's mandate with re- 
spect to the laying down of arms has 
been generally "obeyed, and proclaims 
fiee pardon from all prosecution to all 
who mav have been concerned in " what 
has recently occurred in Johannesburg 
and its neighborhood, save and except 
all persons and bodies who shall appear 
to have been chief offenders, leaders, or- 
iginators, inciters or managers of the 
disturbances at Johannesburg and neigh- 
borhood—such persons or bodies last 
mentioned being required to justify 
themselves before the competent courts 
of law of this republic." 

It is as one of the latter that John 
Hays Hammond, the eminent California 
engineer, is still held prisoner, and in 
connection with his particular case the 
Johannesburg Star of the 6th January- 
copies of which have also just reached 
here— publishes a most interesting chap- 
ter regarding the famous invitation to 
Dr. Jameson. 

"Appended is a copy of a letter," 
savs the Star, "which is reported to 
have been found on the battlefield of 
Doornkop, and which is regarded by the 
State as a very important link in the 
chain of damaging evidence in which the 
prominent residents now held as politi 
cal prisoners are entangled. Theauthen- 
ticitv of this letter is obviously doubtful. 
It is dated December '29, when Mr. 
Leonard was absent from Johannesburg 
and when Dr. Jameson had already 
started. With all the doubt and mys- 
tery surrounding Dr. Jameson's ill-star- 
red venture, one thing alone is certain, 
and that is that no one in 
Johannesburg was aware of the fact 
that it was to be made. It is 
quite incredible that on oi about Decem- 
ber 29 such a letter as that could have 
been written by any of the five gentle- 
men whose names appear beneath it. It 
will also be observed that Mr. Ham- 
mond's second name is wrongly spelled. 
An even more important point in con- 
nection with this letter is that, assum- 
ing it to be authentic, it cannot possibly 
be construed as an unconditional invita- 
tion to Dr. Jameson. T' only clauses 
in which an invitation is extended are 
conditional and qualified : " It is under 
these circumstances that we feel con- 
strained to call upon you to come to our 
aid should disturbances arise here. The 
circumstances are so extreme that we 
cannot avoid this step, and we cannot 
but believe that you and the men under 
you will not fail to come to the rescue of 
the people who would tie to situated.' In 
other words, assuming that the letter is 
not a forgery, it amounts to this— that 
certain gentlemen invited Dr. Jameson 
to step in to prevent further bloodshed 
in the event of hostilities beginning. It 
is now historical that the conditions 
were never fulfilled, and the point which 
still remains to be cleared up is this — 
why did Dr. Jameson cross? Did be in- 
vade the country on his own initiative 
or was he instigated? And if so, by 
whom? " 



SMALL DEBTS COURTS. 

Details of the Cases Put Through Them 
and What Those Interested Paid 
the Magistrates. 

A return presented to the legislature 
yesterday at the instanceof Dr, Walkem, 
furnishes some details of the operations 
of the small debts courts held by the

The act, it appears, w;'. ri 
more generally taken advantage of in 
Victoria than anywhere else, n nd the 
transactions at this city al^jvit equal in 
extent those of nil other places com- 
bined, the Victor;,, magistrate's ices 
bearing the s; inl0 proportion to those of 
his col i0n g UL , 9 elsewhere. Here is a 
iivonlal' statement of the operations of 
ti\e several magistrates:

The Wreckage of the "Cadzow For- 
est" Sighted— Last Reports 
of the Lost Vessel. 



Useful Work of dipt. Walbran-Six 
Dangerous West Coast Rocks 
Charted. 



The Dominion steamer Quadra return- 
ed yesterday from her cruise in search of 
the Cadzow Forest, which extended 
along the west coast as far as Queen 
Charlotte Islands. No wreck or wreck- 
age was seen or heard of however, w ith 
the exception of the total loss of the 
schooner Wanderer in San Josef Bay, 
under circumstances already related in 
the Colonist upon the return of the 
crew to this city. When the Quadra was 
in Quatsino Captain Walbran was in- 
formed that Mr. Leeson, of Winter Har- 
bor, with four Indians, was at the scene 
of the wreck in order to save anything 
that might be washed on shore. The 
next place the Quadra called at was 
Nasparti Inlet; as this inlet is close 
southward of the prominent headland, 
Cape Cook, it was visited in search of 
the missing ship. Nothing was seen 
however of wreck or wreckage. 

In Ilesquiot the sealing schooners 
Ainoko and Louis Olsen were at anchor. 
Captain Daly, of the LonisOlsen, brought 
aboard the Quadra his log book and 
chart to show the fearful weather he. had 
experienced after leaving the bar of the 
Columbia river in company with the 
Cadzow Foiest, both vessels bound for 
the Strait of Juan de Fuca. The last 
seen of the Cadzow Forest from the 
Louis Olsen was at 10 p.m. of the 2nd of 
January, when the vessels were running 
to the northward with the wind at south. 
From the log book it appears that shortly 
before daylight the wind backed to the 
northeast and a few hours afterwards 
veered suddenly to the southeast, blow- 
ing very hard with terrific squalls; this 
continued until the morning of the 5th 
of January, when the weather cleared up 
and land was seen a few miles oil' to lee- 
ward, which Captain Daly recognized as 
Ucluelet. Every exertion was made to 
keep off the shore, the storm trysails be- 
ing set between the squalls to give the 
ship headway — this driving kept her off 
and the next land made was Cape Cook, 
120 miles to the northwestward. 

Captain Daly is of the opinion that 
the Cadzow Forest has struck on some 
of the outlying reefs on the west coast 
of Vancouver island, as being in ballast 
she would drift to leeward much faster 
than the Olsen ; or, keeping too close to 
the Washington shore has struck on 
Flattery rocks. The former surmise, 
however, cannot well be correct, for 
should the Cadzow Forest have struck 
a.iywhere on the west coast of Vancou- 
ver island some wreckage would doubt- 
less have drifted on shore, when, with 
the inquiries made from place to place 
by the Corwin and Quadra, something 
would have been heard of it. 

The sealing schooners Sapphire, Fawn 
and Oscar and Hattie were found 
anchored of! Clayoquot, and the Annie 
C. Moore, Libbie' and Walter L, Rich off 
Ahousat, all ready to proceed to sea 
when the weather moderated. 

It was reported to Captain Walbran 
at Clayoquot that no large vessel had 
been at anchor off there as reported 
by the Sailor Boy and Portland. 
On February 23 four Indians had 
arrived at Clayoquot from Ucluelet, hav- 
ing travelled along the beach between 
the two places, and reported having 
seen part of the bottom timbers of a 
vessel, with copper on them, no doubt 
part of the Nineveh. 

From Clayoquot the Quadra called at 
Ucluelet and Port Effingham, Village 
Island, where the Beatrice, of Vancou- 
ver, was lying at anchor. The weather 
during the cruise was very stormy — a 
constant succession of heavy S.E. gales, 
with thick rain. A very high sea is now- 
running along the whole of the West 
Coast.

islands, iB dangerously erroneous, the 
trend of the West coast and tho 'dis- 
tances between prominent headlands 
not being laid down with any accuracy. 
A survey of these islands is urgently re- 
quired. The sketch plan of Houston 
Stewart channel on chart 2,108 cannot 
be used as a guide unless the water is 
clear. 

Six dangerous rocks, hithertounmark- 
ed on tho chart, were located and exam- 
ined during the cruise just completed. 
Two of these rocks are in the middle of 
the narrowest part of the fairway into 
Nasparti inlet, between Hat island and 
the inlets on the eastern shore. In 
rough weather the sea on the inner rock 
breaks continually and on the outer one 
occasionally. The outer rock bears from 
the centre of Hat island S 23° E, true, 
distant from the same place 2).; cables, 
and has 20 feet on it at extreme low wa- 
ter. The inner rock is half way between 
the outer rock and Hat island, nearly on 
the same bearing, and has about eight 
feet on it at extreme low water. Both 
rocks lire marked by kelp nnd have deep 
water, 12 to 20 fathoms around. 

The other rocks examined are in Bar- 
clay Sound, between Turtle and Mullins 
islands. The most dangerous is awash 
at low water and is close to where 21 fa- 
thoms is shown on Admiralty chart, 692. 
From the rock tho north tangent of 
Turtle island bears N. 50° W., true, and 
north tangent of Mullins island N. 
05° S., true. Tho rock is not marked 
by kelp. Another rock in the same 
channel between Turtle and Mullins 
islands has eight feet on it at extreme 
low water and is in the following posi- 
tion : The narrow passage between 
Walsh and Price islands in line with 
north tangent of Turtle island, bearing 
from th" rock N. 35 ° W., true, and 
north tangent of Mullins island N. 05 
E., true. This danger is marked with 
kelp and seaweed, and there is fourteen 
fathoms of water between this danger 
and the rock awash. 

The other two dangers are not in the 
fairway, one shoal patch with nine feet 
on it at extreme low water being < one 
cable east, true, of Merchant island* and 
is marked by seaweed ; the other being 
half way between the rock awash and 
the north trend of Mullins island, with 
ten feet on it at extreme low water, not 
marked by kelp or seaweed. Sextant 
angles were taken to fix all the above 
positions. 

A tracing showing all these dangers 
will be prepared for the department of 
Marine and Fisheries, and also a sketch, 
showing a view of the land at the west- 
ern entrance of Houston-Stewart chnn 
nel so that it may be placed on the chart 
as a guide to a stranger making for that 
entrance. 



Last night's wind storm, rising about 
11 o'clock, was one of the roughest ex- 
perienced this winter. Telegraph wires 
whistled, sign boards shook, menacing 
pedestrians, casements rattled, the wind 
howled and everything appeared wild 
and threatening. Along the water front 
every craft was made doubly secure, but 
interest, centred on the big three- 
masted Bchooner Queen City, which 
standing high out of the water in James 
bay was swayed with great violence by 
every gust of wind. Finally her anchors 
began to drag and for a time she was in 
imminent danger. 



JUBILEE HOSPITAL AFFAIRS. 

Hon. Dr. Helracken's Resignation From the 
Board— Treatment of Free Sur- 
gical Cases. 

A letter from Hon. J. S. Helmcken, 
M.D., was read at last night's meeting 
of the Jubilee hospital board, in which 
the veteran doctor expressed regret that 
he could not reconsider his determina- 
tion to resign — regret that is also shared 
by the hospital authorities. In the let- 
ter referred to, which constituted the 
first business of the evening, Dr. Helmc- 
ken said : 

" I have received the resolution agreed 
to by the board on the 10th inst., and in 
reply thereto beg to state that for a long 
time past by night and by day I have 
desired to retire from my position on the 
stall'. My retirement or resignation 
must therefore be accepted, but my 
friendly feeling for the hospital will 
ever remain — it is a glorious institu- 
tion.' 1 

On motion of J,Ir. Dwyer, the resigna- 
tion was accented with regret. 

The ctiinmittee of the month were 
next empowered to confer with Dr. 
Richardson and arrange about the ques- 
tion of outdoor patients, so us to prevent 
the hospital being imposed upon by 
those able to pay. 

A letter from Rev. Canon Paddon 
stated that he had been appointed by 
the Church of England to undertake the 
duties of visiting the sick as chaplain on 
behalf of that church. He askeil that 
bis work be facilitated by allowing him 
to place in the private wards a notice to 
the effect that the clergyman's visit can 
be had by request. lie had no wish to 
getfiom the hoard any promise or per- 
mission which might be construed as a 
precedent, but only the discretion usu- 
ally accorded to ministers of religion. 

Mr. Wilson did not approve of allow- 
ing notices to be placed in the wards, 
for the hoard could recognize no chap- 
lain. Ministers of any denomination 
had already full liberty to visit the hos- 
pital. He moved that Rev. Canon Pad- 
don be notified that there is a rule grant- 
ing the right to visit patients to the 
ministers of all denominations at any 
hours, subject to the resident medical 
officer's approval. Tnis was carried. 

Dr. 0. M. Jones wrote asking to be 
allowed to send into the medical 
ward any surgical cases of inter- 
est (provided the patient be eli- 
gible for free treatment) that may 
occur among the poor in his practice. 
According to present arrangjunents he 
had charge cf the medical department, 
which included only a small proportion 
of thecases requiring hospital treatment, 
whereas if he sent a free surgical patient 
to the hospital the case went out of his 
charge. 

This matter was considered too im- 
portant to (Hbcuss "off hand" and a 
committee composed of Messrs. Yates, 
Wilson, Brown, Dwyer and Daviea was 
appointed to inquire into it.
